It 
breaks. You can throw it away. You do. 

For the first time since the 4X4 walkout, stu- 
dents took action against what they felt to be 
social injustice within the bounds of school. 
The crime? Strictly environmental. 
Styrofoam (or “polystyrene” as FoodService 
prefers to call it) trays replaced the classic 
plastic trays that had been a lunchtime mo- 
tif since elementary school. 

Students recognized that polystyrene is more 
detrimental to the environment than any 
other disposable substance, and takes years to 
biodegrade. Although it can be recycled in 
styrofoam recycling centers, they are located 
few and far between. Ironically, it 1s more 
harmful to the environment to recycle them 
than it is to just throw them away. 

According to FoodService, the county’s food 
provider, the reasoning was simple. Students 
were throwing the plastic trays away and 
FoodService was having to pick up the tab. 
They claimed that it was more cost effective 
to purchase the polystyrene trays, despite the

fact that they weren’t reusable and the influx 
of trash costs $18 extra a month. 

At the onset of the year, students immedi- 
ately began to express their discontent. It 
started with murmurs and personal boycotts 
against the trays. Junior Elizabeth Skirpan, 
along with others, refused to use the trays and 
carried her food on the tiny papers provided 
by the cafeteria. 

As students witnessed the effects of the day 
to day polystyrene pileup, actions became 
more progressive. Junior Lauren Murphey 
saw petitions as the most effective plan of at- 
tack, and collected over 400 signatures. 

Within weeks Emily May began to gather 
information and wrote a letter to FoodService 
expressing the discontent of the student body. 
May then met with the county wide repre: 
sentative Warren Grigg and together they de 
cided that in order to prevent students from 
throwing away trays, holes could be cut on 
the trash can lids so plastic trays cannot be 
thrown away. 

Months later Mr. Titus announced the re 
turn of the plastic trays, and for once in the 
school’s history, the students won, and the 
plastic trays were returned.
